T a k in g into consideration the near 
etfidomic of contagious disease which 
h a s been 
the cause o f 
much con­ 
cern in a num ber of tow ns in the coun 
ty during tin* past few weokB, it is 
the opinion of Health Officer Dr. E J 
S chw artz th a t this city is particularly 
fo rtu n ate in its freedom from disease 
at the p resen t time. 
U p to the pres­ 
ent there hnxe been but seven cases 
of scarlet fever here, four of which 
are still under Q uarantine, and with 
th e exception of m easles there is no 
o th er contagious disease reported in 
the city. 


In regard to the latter disease, which 
more oi less prevalent, it is under­ 
stood th at much difficulty is experi­ 
enced by ilu> doctors and health au­ 
thorities in properly isolating cases, 
so as lo prevent its spread, because 
of the fact that in m an y instances 
physicians are not sum m oned, and the 
eases a re never reported. 
In num er­ 
ous instances this disease, unless un ­ 
usually severe, is trea te d at home, 
an d the 
children allowed th eir free­ 
dom. Hi us m aking it v e ry easy for 
the disease to spread in som e particu 
lar quarter.

m easles art- considered a reportable 
disease, and may be quarantined, it 
has set med m anifestly unfair to im­ 
pose t he h ardship of q u a ra n tin e hppn
